) counterfeit stamps or labels of any mechanic or manu-
facturer, knowing the same to be forged or counterfeit-
ed, without disclosing the fact to the purchaser, shall,
upon conviction, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,
and shall be punished by imprisonment in the county
jail not exceeding six months, or by fine not exceeding
one hundred dollars.

SectioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after sixty days from its passage and publi-
cation.
